1 . The application filed March 2, 2004 is presented for examination and claims 1 -33 
are pending. 



EXAMINER’S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner’s amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Please cancel claims 14-18 and 30-33 without prejudice. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-13 and 19-29 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner’s statement of reasons for allowance: the claimed 
invention is directed to a liquid crystal display including a liquid-crystal display unit 
having a matrix of multiple pixels. 

Independent claims 1 , 9, 19, and 24 identify a uniquely distinct feature “an 
adjuster to adjust a voltage of the digital video signal per subfield to compensate for 
change in gamma characteristics of the liquid-crystal display unit”. 
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The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant’s disclosure, lisaka (Patent # 7,084,861), Chikazawa (US Patent # 6,052,166), 
and Kubota et al. (US Patent # 7,1 1 3,1 53). 

The closest arts, lisaka, Chikazawa, and Kubota et al. as discussed above, either 
singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or fender obvious the above limitations 
obvious.
